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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Claims 14 and 20 Applicant argues that ASAO 
does not disclose "... remaining capacitor detector resets the remaining capacity of said electrochemical device to a predetermined value 
corresponding to said threshold value..." However the exmainer refers the applicant to KIMURA which discloses calculating the change in 
voltage relative to the change in capacity at specific points "inflection points" and compares that calculated value to a predetrmined value to 
determine if the calculated change in voltage relative to the change in capacity at that point exceeds that predetermiend value (See 
KIMURA, Fig. 3), and also discloses correcting the state of charge of the battery (See KIMURA, Par.58, discloses correcting the state of 
charge of the battery, which is only prohibited if memory effect is determined to be present) and it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the invention of ASAO with that of KIMURA to include correcting the battery 
capacity for the benefit of eliminating any measurement errors and correcting battery memory effect. 
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
